DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 01 
October 2003 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 50-55 have been canceled as requested in the amendment of 10 October 
2003. Claims 26-28, 30, 46-49, and 56-58 are pending in the instant application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Any objection or rejection of record which is not expressly repeated in this action 
has been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 30 has been improperly indicated as an original claim. The first 
amendment filed (amendment A) changed the dependency from claim 1 to claim 26. 
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This amendment is not reflected in the current claim set. Applicant should correctly 
identify the claim as amended and further indicate it's proper dependency (as claim 1 is 
canceled). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 30 currently depends from claim 1 , which is canceled. It is not clear what 
Applicant intends to claim, therefore, the claim is indefinite. Please see note above 
regarding claim objections. 

Potential Interfering Subject Matter 

Applicant should note that the polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO:6 is identical 
to a polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:1 1 of Eriksson et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,928,939). Eriksson 
et al. claims a nucleic acid which encodes this protein which is not identical to that 
disclosed in the instant application. However, generic claims to nucleic acids encoding 
the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:6 are substantially similar to generic claims of 
Eriksson et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,928,939). Upon allowability of all claims, the instant 
case will more likely than not be suspended due to the subject matter of pending claims 
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26-28 (maybe 30) and 57. Claims 46-49, 56 and 58 recite specific nucleic acid 
molecules which are not identical or obvious over the prior art of record 



Claims 26-28, 46-49 and 56-58 are allowable over the prior art of record.
